with the Enemy Act, were invit- 
ed to send representatives to a 
meeting here today for the pur- 
pose of considering a formal pro- 
test. There.was talk in shipping 
circles of making an attempt to 
test the validity of Great Britain's 
position by pending an American 
ship laden with goods from

Hot Veather doesn't kill people. Heat is not, fatal to the hu- 


man system. But hot weather renders a lot of food unfit for con- 
sumption, and persons who are not physically fit may succumb 
through severe heat. 
\ 
If we ate properly, and drank only the proper drinks, and clad 


ourselves seasonably, the mortality in summer would be lower 
than in winter" But we will not do it, it seems, with the result that 
we hear of heat prostrations and people "break 
down"—what- 
:ever''that means—and'a lot of suffering follows a rise in tempera- 
tare. 


, Fruits are the proper diet for summer. Otherwise they would 


not ripen in summer. Nature sends the proper foodstuffs for the 
seasons; rest assured of that. But when fruit is picked from 
the 


trees it decays rapidly when the weather is warm, and if decayed 
is' likely to poison the system. 
Decayed fruit is always dangerous 


to fool with. 
then, alcoholic stimulants are not suited for summer _ use. 


One does not need them, to say the least. So the fellow who is in- 


" temperate in the use of staimulants cannot withstand the heat, and 
•some of the heat prostrations we heav of are due to alcoholic stim- 
ulants rather than to the temperature. 
, 


Ptomaine' is a sort of germ or growth—the doctors call it a 


^Dtlg-_that multiplies rapidly in warm weather. Canned 
foods 


especially are subject to attack by ptomaine, and when one con- 
sumes food that contains the "bugs" he is likely to 
suffer seri- 


ously. Cold meats should be carefully inspected before being con- 
sumed, especially the meats prepared in the way of "loafs", sau- 
sages and, "deviled." A roast of beef or pork will also develop 
ptomaine about the bone quicker than in other portions. 


The close-fitting garments should be discarded—the 
close-fit- 


ting collars should be abandoned altogether. Excitement is more 
"heating" than anything else; anger drives the blood to the brain 
—where there is likely to be too much already, when the weather 
is severely hot. So the fellow who maintains his poise, who refuses 
to become excited, who doesn't worry, and who declines to become 
angered—he is going to withstand the hot weather much better 
than his brother of the excitable turn of mjnd.—Dayton News.

CORPORAL PUNISHMENT 


By corporal punishment we refer to physical punishment ad- 


ministered to children! Mr! J. 3. Kelso of Toronto recently declar- 
ed that in his experience corporal punishment very rarely had the 
effect of softening the heart or changing the will of a child inclined 
to be willful or bad. He declares that corporal punishmeut tends 
to harden and degrade the recipient and advises that . children 
should be surprised in their punishment. That they should be giv- 
en a penalty which they least expect. It certainly seems desirable 
that severity should not be shown. Severity only convinces the child 
that it: is being unfairly dealt with. It does not win the child's 
confidence and co-operation. Excessive punishment docs not alter 
the child's mind and determination. You can easily hammer incor- 
Hgiblencss into a child. 
Try to reaso.n with the child; deprive it 


of some cherished pleasure. Make your punishment educational. 
As Mr. Kelso advises, "Act toward the child so that when he is 
grown up he will respect and esteem you." We feel that this is 
' good advice.—National Humane Heview.

Hot weather doesn't kill people. Heat is not fatal to the hu- 


man system. But hot weather renders a lot of food unfit for con- 
sumption, and persons who are not 
physically fit may succumb 


through severe heat. 


If we ate properly, and drank only the proper drinks, and clad 


ourselves seasonably,! the mortality in summer would be lower 
than in winter. But we will noi do it, it seems^with the result th»t 
\re hear of heat prostrations and people 
"break 
down"—what- 


ever that means—and a lot of suffering follows a rise in tempera- 


ture-Fruits are the proper diet for summer. Otherwise they would 
.not ripen in summer. Nature sends the proper foodstuffs for the 
'seasons; rest assured of that. But when fruit is picked front 
the 


{fees it decays rapidly when the weather is warm, and if decayed 
is likely to poison the system. 
Decayed fruit is always dangerous 


to fool with. 


Then, alcoholic stimulants are not suited for 
summer use. 


One does not need theni, to s»y the least. So the fellow who is in- 
temperate in the use of staimulants cannot withstand.the heat, and 
come of the heat prostrations we hear of are due to alcoholic stim- 
ulants rather than to the temperature. 
• 


Ptomaine .is a sort of germ or growth—the doctors call it a 


hue—that multiplies rapidly in warm weather. 
Canned 
foods 


especially are subject to attack by ptomaine, and when 
One cfln- 


silmes food that contains the "bugs" he is likely to suffer 
seri- 


ously. Cold meats should be.carefully inspected before.'being con- 
turned, especially the meats prepared in the way of "loafs", 
sau- 


sages nnd "deviled." A roast of beef or pork will also develop 
ptomaine about the .bone quicker thaii in other portions. 


The close-fitting garments should be discarded—the 
close-fit- 


tini; collars should be abandoned altogether. Excitement i§ more 
"heating" than anything else; anger drives the blood to the brain 
—where" there is 'likely to be. too much already, when the weather- 
is severely hot. So the fellow who maintains his poise, Who refuses 
to become excited, who doesn 't worry, and who declines to become 
,ngered—he is going to withstand the hot weather much better 
than his brother of the excitable turn of, mind.—Dayton News. 


CORPORAL PUNISHMENT 


By corporal punishment We refer to physical punishment 
ad- 


ministered to children. Mr. ,T. ,T. Kelso of Toronto recently declar- 
ed that in his experience corporal punishment very rarely had the 
Affect of softening the heart or changing the Will of ft child inclined 
to be willful or bad.

Severity only donvinijes the child 
that it is being Unfairly dealt with. It does not 
win the Child's 


eonfidcnce and co-operation. Excessive punishment does hot alter 
the child's mind and determination. You can easily hammer ih'cbt> 
ripblencss into a child. 
Try to reason with the child; deprive it 


of some cherished pleasure. Make your 
punishment, educational. 


As Mr. Kelso advises, "Act toward the child So that when tie is 
grown up he will respect and esteem you." 
We feel th«t this is 


good advice.—National Humane Keview.
